nurses  and  midwives.  Supply  will  continue 
to  be  controlled  centrally  by  the  Priority 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Certifi- 
cates to  be  issued  during  1945  provide  for 
maximum  purchases  as  follows :  medical 
practitioners,  six  pairs ;  midwives,  six 
pairs ;  district  nurses  not  practising  as 
midwives,  four  pairs ;  nurses  in  private 
practice,  two  pairs.  Booklets  of  six  certi- 
ficates each  are  being  printed  for  issue  to 
doctors  and  midwives.  Loose  certificates 
will  be  issued  to  the  other  two  classes. 

Antimony  Decontrolled. — Under  the  Con- 
trol of  Non-ferrous  Metals  (No.  15)  (Anti- 
mony) (Revocation)  Order,  1945  (S.  R.  & 
O.  1945,  No.  112),  which  came  into  force  on 
February  8,  antimony  becomes  available 
for  all  purposes.  The  new  Order  revokes 
the  Control  of  Non-ferrous  Metals  (No.  8) 
(Antimony)  Order,  1942,  under  which  the 
disposal  and  acquisition  of  antimony  metal, 
crude  antimony  sulphide,  antimony  oxide, 
golden  or  crimson  sulphide  of  antimony, 
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and  antimony  ore  were  subject  to  licence, 
licences  will  no  longer  be  required  for  the 
disposal  or  acquisition  of  these  commodi- 
ties. Inquiries  concerning  the  Order  should 
be  addressed  to  the  Joint  Controllers,  Non- 
ferrous-  Metals  Control,  Grand  Hotel, 
Rugby.

Bulk  Buying  Plan  for  Hertfordshire. — 

The  Federation  of  Hertfordshire  Trade 
Organisations  proposes  to  open,  after  the 
war,  a  central  buying  agency,  with  show- 
rooms for  the  display  of  the  widest  possible 
range  of  goods.  The  facilities  of  the  agency 
will  be  available  to  all  members  of  Chambers 
of  Commerce  in  the  County. 

Tyroglyphid  Mites  in  Food. — In  1943  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  issued  a  "  Survey  of  the  Published 
Information  on  Tyroglyphid  Mites  in 
Stored  Produce."  A  supplement  has  now 
been  issued  which  brings  the  information 
more  up  to  date.  Copies,  price  twopence 
(by  post  threepence),  may  be  obtained  from 
H.M.  Stationery  Office. 

Post-war    Production    Problem. — At  a 

meeting  of  the  Imperial  College  Inter- 
national Society,  London,  on  January  31, 
Sir  Stafford  Cripps  declared  that  after  the 
war  the  country  would  not  have  to  think 
of  relaxing  but  of  using  all  its  capacity  to 
plan  and  create  efficiency  so  as  to  make  the 
best  possible  use  of  national  resources.  The 
real  problem  was  not  to  avoid  unemploy- 
ment but  to  get  enough  labour. 

Medical  "  Brains  "  Against  Self -medica- 
tion.— At  a  "brains  trust"  held  in  Glasgow, 
recently,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Glasgow 
Corporation  Health  Education  Committee, 
four  medical  members  condemned  self- 
medication  with  proprietary  medicines, 
though  one  of  them  admitted  that  there 
could  be  "too  much  calling-in  of  doctors 
for  simple  ailments,"  and  another  com- 
mented, "I  think  everybody  must  at  one 
time  or  another  be  permitted  to  administer 
some  self -medication — for  instance,  a  small 
dose  of  salts  or  5  gr.  of  aspirin." 

Post-war  Rubber  Production. — The  Rub- 
ber Study  Group,  which  met  in  Washington 
recently,  reached  the  conclusion  that 
production  of  natural  rubber  in  Far- 
Eastern  territories  could  be  increased, 
within  three  or  four  years  after  liberation, 
to  1 1  million  tons  of  rubber  annually,  if 
required.  World  production  capacity  of 
synthetic  rubber  was  put  at  i|  million  tons 
annually,   and  the  estimated   amount  of

Under  a  Colonial  Development  and  WTelfare 
Bill  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons 
on  January  31  by  Mr.  Oliver  Stanley 
(Secretary  for  the  Colonies)  Parliament  is 
to  be  asked  to  provide  ^'120  million  for 
development  schemes  and  research  work  in 
the  colonies  during  the  ten  years  commenc- 
ing April  1946.  One  effect  of  the  proposals 
is  that  colonies  will  be  enabled  to  make 
plans  for  a  ten-year  period  instead  of 
annually.  No  time  limit  is  to  be  imposed 
but  the  total  expenditure  is  not  to  exceed 
£1  million  annually. 
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DEFICIENT  SAL  VOLATILE 


At  Clerkenwell,  London,  magistrate's  court 
recently,  summonses  were  brought  against 
Edward  Bougourd ,  M.  P.  S. ,  20  Chapel  Market , 
London,  N.i,  for  selling  a  product  described 
as  liq.  amnion,  aromat.,  B.P.,  in  a  bottle 
labelled  in  a  manner  calculated  to  mislead, 
and  containing  a  drug  not  of  the  nature, 
substance  and  quality  demanded.  Bou- 
gourd in  turn  summoned  Skuse  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
on  the  ground  that  the  alleged  contraven- 
tions of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  were  due 
to  an  act  or  default  of  the  company. 
The  summonses  against  Bougourd  were 
dismissed  and  those  against  the  company 
were  dismissed  under  the  Probation  of 
Offenders  Act  on  payment  of  £26  5s., 
costs  to  the  prosecution,  £10  10s.,  costs 
to  Bougourd  and  £10  10s.  costs  to 
May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  Uagenham,  against 
Avhom  no  summons  had  been  taken  out, 
although  notice  had  been  given  them  that 
Messrs.  Skuse  would  plead  warranty. 
Evidence  was  given  that  a  test  purchase 
had  been  made  of  a  substitute  for  sal 
volatile  authorised  under  the  Scarce  Sub- 
stances Order.  A  sample  was  found  by 
the  public  analyst  to  contain  078  per  cent  of 
ammonia  and  o-88  per  cent,  of  carbon  di- 
oxide, and  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  was 
therefore  deficient  in  ammonia  to  the  extent 
of  at  least  62-8  per  cent,  and  in  carbon 
dioxide  to  the  extent  of  30-4  per  cent. 

Not  Attributed  to  Evaporation 

From  his  experience  he  did  not  think 
the  deficiencies  were  likely  to  have  resulted 
from  evaporation,,  although  he  agreed  that, 
on  the  inner  side  of  the  stoppers  shown  to 
him  in  Court,  there  were  cuts  or  grooves 
corresponding  with  a  feature  of  the  bottles. 
He  would  not  expect  that  evaporation 
from  such  leakage  would  be  more  than 
3  or  4  per  cent,  in  four  or  five  months. 
Evidence  was  given  by  Bougourd  that  he 
sold  the  bottles  in  the  same  condition  as  he 
received  them  from  Messrs.  Skuse.  The 
works  foreman  employed  by  Messrs.  Skuse 
said  that  in  February  1944  his  employers 
received  two  carboys  of  liquid  ammonia 
from  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  and  he  sub- 
sequently supervised  the  bottling  of  the 
product  of  which  samples  were  now  pro- 
duced. No  evaporation  could  have  occurred 
during  the  bottling  process,  and  he  had  no 
reason  to  suppose  at  the  time  that  the 
type  of  stoppers  which  were  used  were  not 
gas-tight.  George  William  Ferguson,  analy- 
tical chemist,  called  as  a  witness  for  Messrs. 
Skuse,  said  he  had  analysed  the  contents

He  took  o°  as  the  freezing  point 
of  water,  but  used  the  Fahrenheit  distance 
between  his  degrees ;  it  appears  that  he 
persuaded  the  famous  Dr.  Stephen  Hales 
to  adopt  it,  and  vainly  hoped  its  use  would 
become  universal. 

English  Visitors  to  Russia 

The  illustrated  article  on  Moscow  Pharm- 
aceutical Museum  (pp.  140-42)  has  a  double 
interest  for  British  readers  because  of  the 
part  played  by  English  apothecaries  in 
organising  Russian  pharmacy  in  the  six- 
teenth and  seventeenth  centuries.  One 
outcome  of  the  regard  of  Ivan  IV  for 
England  was  that  in  May  1557,  under  the 
orders  of  the  Anglo- Russian  Trading 
Company,  Anthony  Jenkinson  sailed  from 
Gravesend  to  Russia.  Among  his  passengers 
was  the  Russian  ambassador  to  England. 
In  due  course — to  be  exact,  four  months  and 
eleven  days  after  his  departure,  the  captain 
arrived  in  Moscow.  For  nearly  a  century 
afterwards,  English  goods  entering  the 
country  by  sea  were  exempted  from  customs 
dues  :  abolition  of  this  privilege  came  about 
eventually  as  the  result  of  a  petition  by  the 
Russian  Merchants'  Guild,  dictated  partly 
by  jealousy  and  partly  by  fear  of  the 
introduction  of  plague  from  England. 
On  his  first  visit  Jenkinson  appears  to  have 
taken  with  him  a  Dutch  apothecary;  but 
ten  years  later  Thomas  Carver,  an  English 
apothecary,  went  to  Moscow  with  other 
representatives  of  English  medicine  and 
crafts,  and  an  English  settlement  was 
formed  in  the  city.  Carver  and  several  of 
his  colleagues  lost  their  lives  during  a 
famine  in  1571.  He  was  succeeded  as 
manager  of  an  Imperial  pharmacy,  after 
an  interval,  by  various  Englishmen  whose 
names  have  been  recorded.  The  great  fire 
of  1 81 2,  when  Napoleon  had  penetrated  to 
Moscow,  probably  swept  away  all  local 
traces  of  their  life  and  work.  XraySQt

present  chiropodists  are  without 
al  status,  but  their  professional  organ- 
tions  are  determined  to  have  the  matter 
t  right  immediately  after  the  war.  The 
y  recognition  granted  to  the  profession 
s  that  given  by  the  medical  profession  a 
i  years  ago,  when  the  British  Medical 
sociation  set  up  a  Board  of  Registration 
Medical  Auxiliaries.  This  organisation 
braces  associations  representing  mas- 
irs,  chiropodists,  dispensing  opticians, 
ieeh  therapists,  radiographers,  etc.  It 
nits  only  associations  which  have 
;n  found,  after  investigation,  to  have 
;h  standards  of  training,  examinations 
i  ethics.  The  Board  issues  a  certificate 
registration  to  each  practitioner,  and 
Wishes  a  register  of  chiropodists,  which 
Lssued  free,  upon  request,  to  the  medical 
d  allied  professions,  and  to  any  public 
thority  or  body.  Not  all  qualified 
iropodists  are  on  the  register.  There  is, 
fact,  a  serious  problem  of  disunity  in  the 
ofession,  many  chiropodists  wishing  to 
nain  independent  of  the  British  Medical 
isociation.  The  independent  chiropodists 
ve  formed  their  own  body,  known  as  the 
int  Council  of  Chiropodists,  which  main- 
ins  its  own  register  of  members,  but  does 
it  issue  it  in  the  same  way  as  the  British 
edical  Association.  The  Joint  Council  also 
amines  students  and   entrants  to  the 
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profession,  and  the  standard  is  quite  high. 
Its  code  of  ethics  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
Board  of  Registration.  Whether  or  not  the 
two  representative  bodies  will  sink  their 
differences  for  the  eventual  benefit  of  all 
remains  to  be  seen.  Unless  they  do,  it  is 
difficult  to  imagine  any  Government  grant- 
ing a  real  measure  of  recognition  or  State 
registration. 

Whilst  the  disunity  operates  many 
persons  are  taking  advantage  of  the  situa- 
tion to  enter  the  profession  by  "back-door" 
methods. 

A  Growing  Profession 

Chiropody  is  a  growing  profession  and 
there  is  undoubtedly  plenty  of  room  for 
the  fully  trained  practitioner  of  the  right 
type.  The  advantages  to  pharmacists, 
provided  the  opportunity  is  present,  of 
taking  up  chiropody  are  obvious,  for  their 
knowledge  of  chemistry  and  allied  medical 
subjects,  and  natural  flair  for  attending  to 
the  needs  of  the  human  body,  give  them  a 
substantial  start  in  training,  while  a 
potential  clientele  is  already  established 
among  their  regular  customers.  At  present, 
of  course,  few  pharmacists  are  in  a  position 
to  devote  attention  to  new  departments, 
but  chiropody  as  a  field  for  post-war 
development  deserves  to  be  considered. 
Intending  students  should  avoid  short 
intensive  and  postal  courses  of  training. 
Chiropody,  like  pharmacy,  cannot  be 
taught  successfully  by  these  methods. 
Both  the  Board  of  Registration  of  Medical 
Auxiliaries  and  the  Joint  Council  of  Chir- 
opodists have  approved  training  schools, 
with  certified  teachers  who  are  willing  to 
accept  students  or  private  pupils  for  the 
approved  courses  of  training.  Information 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Regis- 
tration of  Medical  Auxiliaries,  B.M.A.

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EVENING  MEETING  IN  EDINBURGH 


The  second  evening  meeting  of  the  session 
of  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  was  held  in  Edinburgh 
on  January  24,  Mr.  Alexander  Murray 
(vice-chairman  of  the  Executive)  presiding. 
He  called  on  Mr.  S.  W.  Challinor,  B.Sc.; 
Ph.D.,  F.R.I.C.  (Lewis  Cameron  Teaching 
Fellow,  Department  of  Bacteriology,  Uni- 
versity of  Edinburgh),  to  give  his  address  : — 

"  Penicillin  " 

Until  penicillin  became  available  in 
adequate  quantities  for  research,  the  drug 
was  made  in  the  surgical  and  bacteriological 
departments  of  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh, and  during  the  past  two  years  a 
team  of  workers  has  been  investigating 
aspects  of  penicillin  therapy.  The  author 
is  therefore  able  to  speak  with  practical 
experience  on  some  of  the  problems  in- 
volved. 

The  sodium  salt  of  penicillin  is  in  the 
form  of  a  brown  or  yellow  powder  with  an 
activity  of  the  order  of  40-50  units  per 
mgm.  The  unit  (the  Oxford  unit)  has  been 
denned  as  "that  amount  of  penicillin  which 
when  dissolved  in  50  mils  of  meat  extract 
broth  just  inhibits  completely  the  growth 
of  the  test  strain  of  Staphylococcus  aureus." 
One  mgm.  in  50  c.c.  corresponds  to  a  dilu- 
tion of  1  gm.  in  50,000  c.c. ;  it  follows  that 
penicillin  with  a  potency  of  100  units  per 
mgm.  would  inhibit  completely  the  growth 
of  the  staphylococcus  at  a  dilution  of  1 
in  5  million.  The  unit  represents  less  than 
T"ooo"  mgm.  of  pure  penicillin. 

The  yield  of  penicillin  is  dependent  upon 
the  amount  formed  in  the  crude  culture 
fluid.  Greatly  increased  yields  are  now 
being  obtained  and  improved  methods  of 
extraction  are  being  used,  but  it  is  not 
permissible  to  discuss  them.  A  method 
used  in  Edinburgh  may,  however,  be  men- 
tioned. Attempts  were  made  to  obtain 
greater  yields  in  the  culture  fluid  by 
increasing  the  buffering  of  the  medium 
and  in  other  ways,  and  a  three-fold  increase 
in  the  yield  of  penicillin  in  the  culture  fluid, 
as  compared  with  the  author's  yield  by  the 
Oxford  method,  was  finally  obtained. 

Chemical  Properties 

Penicillin  is  an  organic  acid,  very  soluble 
in  water  and  in  organic  solvents.  It  is 
extremely  labile,  especially  in  aqueous 
solution,  being  inactivated  by  both  acids 
and  alkalis.  For  example,  dissolved  in 
N/10  HC1,  the  barium  salt  loses  50  per  cent, 
of  its  activity  in  three  minutes  at  o°  C.

Chemotherapeutic  Properties 

Penicillin  is  an  antibacterial  substai 
of  extraordinary  potency  and  its  action 
stated  to  be  mainly  bacteriostatic.  It  is 
active  in  the  presence  of  large  numbers 
bacteria  as  in  the  presence  of  few;  a 
it  is  not  inactivated  by  the  presence 
blood  serum  or  pus — properties  not  shai 
by  the  sulphonamides.  Penicillin  is  select 
in  action,  inhibiting  the  growth  of  cert; 
bacteria  (e.g.  gram-positive  cocci)  1 
having  no  demonstrable  effect  upon  othe 
The  gram-negative  bacteria  are  usua 
penicillin-resistant,  with  the  import;

Discussion 

Dr.  Wilkie  Millar,  looking  at  the 
question  from  the  medical  point  of  view, 
asked  whether  Dr.  Challinor  could  give 
any  information  as  to  the  discomfort  a 
patient  was  liable  to  suffer  when  given 
intramuscular  injections  of  penicillin.  He 
had  heard  reports  that  not  only  did  it  give 
considerable  pain  but  that,  after  a  number 
of  injections,  patients  dreaded  the  sight 
of  the  syringe. — Dr.  Challinor  said  that 
there  was  certainly  some  pain  when  an 
injection  was  made,  but  that  with  the 
penicillin  now  being  used  the  pain  was 
greatly  diminished.  With  the  continuous 
method  the  unpleasantness  of  repeated 
injection  was  avoided.  The  drip  went  on 
working  night  and  day.  Indeed,  they  had 
had  cases  where  the  actual  drip  had  not 
been  changed  for  a  full  week. 

Dr.  Tait  asked  if  it  was  possible  to  use 
penicillin  in  the  form  of  a  pastille ;  if  it 
could  be  used  in  this  form,  it  might  be 
effective  in  any  throat  or  mouth  condition. 

Mr.  Moncur  asked  whether  the  recovery 
of  penicillin  from  urine  had  been  entirely 
discontinued. — Dr.  Challinor  explained 
that,  although  a  purer  penicillin  might  be 
obtained  from  urine,  the  method  took  so 
much  time  and  trouble  that  it  had  been 
definitely  discontinued  in  Great  Britain. 

Mr.  Tweddell  asked  whether,  penicillin 
being  bacteriostatic  and  inhibiting  repro- 
duction, Dr.  Challinor  would  advocate  the 
use  of  some  other  drug  to  overcome  the 
bacteria  while  the  penicillin  was  holding 
them  in  a  static  condition  ? — The  reply  was 
that  this  was  unnecessary.  The  use  of 
penicillin  prevented  microbes .  from  multi- 
plying, and  consequently  the  body  was 
in  a  better  position  to  deal  with  the  invading 
organism.  While  it  was  generally  accepted 
that  the  action  of  penicillin  was  mainly 
bacteriostatic,  there  had  recently  appeared 
in  several  scientific  papers  articles  dealing 
with  a  bactericidal  effect  of  penicillin. 

Dr.  Percival,  who  moved  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  lecturer,  said  that  Dr. 
Challinor's  contributions  towards  the  work 
on  penicillin  had  been  valuable.  He  was 
sure  the  lecture  would  give  those  who 
might  soon  be  called  upon  to  use  penicillin 
a  good  idea  of  how  to  handle  it.  The  vote 
of  thanks  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Wilkie 
Millar  and  heartily  endorsed. 

Dr.  Tait  thanked  Mr.  Gordon  Perrins 
(Royal  Infirmary)  for  fixing  up  the  appar- 
atus with  which  Dr.  Challinor  had  illustrated 
his  address.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Drum- 
mond,  a  vote  of  thanks  was"  accorded 
the  chairman.  -  -?  : 
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IRISH  DRUG  ASSOCIATION  ANNUAL  MEETIlS 


The  setting-up  of  a  bureau  of  standards 
for  medicinal  preparations  retailed  through 
chemists  in  Eire  was  suggested  by  Mr. 
Lyall  G.  Smith  (president),  in  his  address 
to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association,  held  in  Dublin  on  January  29. 
Mr.  Smith  said : 

The  year  that  has  passed  has  been  an 
active  one  for  the  Association.  In  addition 
to  the  usual  committee  meetings,  at  which 
there  has  been  an  ever-increasing  amount 
of  work  to  be  got  through,  there  have  been 
numerous  subcommittee  meetings.  Many 
of  us  thought  this  time  last  year  that  during 
1944  we  should  enter  the  post-war  period. 
That  is  still  before  us;  nevertheless,  there 
has  been  during  the  past  few  months  a 
tendency  for  prices  to  fall,  and  the  com- 
mittee has  been  active  in  obtaining  rebates 
lor  goods  in  stock.  We  intend  to  pursue 
this  policy  wherever  possible.  During  the 
year  we  have  obtained  seventy-three  new 
members,  and  membership  at  December  31, 
1944,  stood  at  a  record  figure.  In  January 
we  published  a  new  price  list ;  and  a  word 
of  appreciation  should  be  extended  to  a 
member  of  the  committee  who  worked 
hard  to  produce  so  comprehensive  a  list 
in  war-time.  It  was  found  necessary  to 
publish  a  second  edition  in  February. 

Action  on  Margins  and  Prices 

Following  up  our  policy  of  obtaining  a 
minimum  profit  of  331  per  cent,  we  again 
approached  the  manufacturers  of  a  certain 
proprietary  medicine,  and  have  at  last 
been  successful  in  obtaining,  during  the 
period  of  the  emergency,  a  discount  of 
33!  per  cent,  on  i-doz.  lots  and  over.  We 
also  concluded  an  agreement  with  another 
manufacturer  to  confine  the  sale  of  his 
products  in  Eire  to  chemists  and  registered 
druggists.  The  profit  margin  on  products 
of  this  company  is  now  33 1  per  cent.,  plus 
10  per  cent,  co-operation  discount,  and 
by  co-operation  is  entailed  the  non-dis- 
playing of  nationally  advertised  lines  of  a 
competitive  nature  which  are  not  confined 
to  chemists. 

Another  agreement  reached  was  that 
with  the  Irish  Transport  Company,  whereby 
we  agreed  to  dispense  and  compound 
medicines  at  contract  prices,  from  a  special 
formulary  only,  to  members  and  to  their 
wives  and  children  under  sixteen  years  of 
age.

Policy  Towards  New  Products 

In  conjunction  with  the  Pharmace 
Society  of  Ireland  a  joint  committee 
set  up  to  deal  with  manufacturers  m 
policy  was  to  withhold  from  chei 
supplies  of  their  veterinary  preparat 
The  committee  has  met  with  succe< 
certain  directions.  With  a  view  to  nr 
manufacturers  acquainted  with  the 
proved  list,  we  intend  to  advertise  in 
trade  Press,  so  that  in  future,  and  espe- 
in  the  post-war  period,  manufacti 
wishing  to  market  their  goods  thr 
Irish  pharmacists  may  have  their  pro 
placed  on  the  approved  list.  Certain  " 
facturers  have  been  pressing  for  the  em- 
inent of  the  approved  list  to  include  i 
cosmetic  and  toilet  preparations.  T 
are  difficulties  in  the  way;  neverthe 
the  committee  intends  to  give  every 
sideration  to  the  matter. 

Whilst  speaking  about  the  approved

At  present 
they  had  the  whole  staff  on  two  or  three 
days  and  only  a  skeleton  staff  at  busy 
hours. — The  President  said  that  a  general 
half-holiday  closing  in  the  Dublin  suburbs 
would  be  rather  difficult  to  operate.  The 
question  would  arise  as  to  where  people 
were  going  to  get  prescriptions  made  up  on 
the  half-day.  The  only  alternative  he 
could  see  to  Mr.  McHale 's  proposal  was 
staggered  closing. — Mr.  McHale  said  that, 
if  they  closed  for  the  half-day  on  Wednesday 
in  the  suburbs,  pharmacies  would  still  be 
open  in  the  centre  of  the  city.  He  thought 
"this  urgency  business"  was  over-rated. 
— The  President  :  A  good  number  of 
prescriptions  are  dispensed  on  Sunday 
mornings. — Mr.  McHale  :  It  would  be 
much  better  to  be  busier  during  the  hours 
of  opening. 

Mr.  Scott  thought  it  might  be  possible 
to  do  what  was  done  in  Limerick,  and  open 
from  6  to  8  p.m.  on  Thursdays.  Mr. 
McHale  said  the  half-day  closing  worked 
in  Waterford,  Sligo,  and  elsewhere. — Mr. 
Meagher  mentioned  that  there  were  only 
twenty  chemists  in  Waterford  and  about 
twelve  in  Sligo,  while  they  had  about  three 
hundred  in  Dublin.  Difficulty  would  arise 
in  border  areas.  The  committee  had  con- 
sidered all  these  things. — Mr.  McLean 
Lee  referred  to  difficulties  that  would  have 
arisen  with  restricted  closing. 

Mr.  Nugent,  supporting  Mr.  McHale, 
said  it  would  be  a  great  idea  if  the  closing 
for  one  half-day  could  be  worked. 

Mr.  Cremen  saw  the  Committee's  diffi- 
culty in  trying  to  enforce  a  definite  day. 
A  little  local  organisation  might  do  a  great 
deal. 

Mr.  O'Rourke  thought  that  in  the  matter 
of  early  closing  the  initiative  must  come 
from  the  small  local  areas.  He  would  like 
to  know  how  the  restricted  hours  of  opening 
worked  in  the  North  and  in  Great  Britain. 
— The  President  pointed  out  that  condi- 
tions in  the  North  and  Great  Britain  were 
not  analogous  to  those  in  Dublin,  where 
they  had  no  black-out. 

Mr.  Costelloe  raised  the  question  of  an 
Irish  manufacturer  who  had  put  a  brand 
of  malt  and  oil  on  the  market  the  label  on 
which  bore  a  retail  price  at  variance  with 
that  in  the  I.D.A.  price  list.  The  matter 
was  left  with  the  president  and  committee.

"  In  Committee  " 

our  readers  may  have  inferred,  the 
agreness  of  most  of  our  recent  reports  of 
;  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  meet- 
■    ;s  is  almost  entirely  due  to  circumstances 
pond  our  control.    This  is  not  exactly 
I  lew  complaint,  but  we  feel  fully  justified 
repeating  it.    In  an  increasing  degree 
icussions  are  conducted  "in  committee," 
process  that  cannot  conduce  to  the  better 
owledge  of  Council  activities  which  we 
3  told  their  electors  desire.    An  illustra- 
>n  of  this  tendency  may  be  seen  in  our 
port  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council  held 
December  1943  (C.  &  D.,  1943.  II,  593), 
one  stage  of  which  a  councillor  exclaimed  : 
What  has  happened  to  the  Committee 
g?  We  are  discussing  important  matters, 
r.  President."   If  this  is  the  attitude  of 
le   majority  of    Council    members,  the 
itcome  may  be  serious.  Such  an  obsession 
in  easily  lead  to  arbitrary  action — to  the 
sue  of  ukases  decided  upon  in  secret 
:ssions.  Two  recent  announcements  suggest 
lat  this  type  of  procedure  is  favoured, 
ne  occurs  in   the  Council's   report  on 
srtain  resolutions  passed   at   a  Branch 
'epresentatives'  meeting  last  year  (C.  &>D., 


February  3,  p.  113).  The  proposal  that  the 
Joint  Pharmaceutical  Committee  should 
include  a  pharmacist  delegate  from  the 
company  chemists  has,  we  read, 

"been  further  fully  considered  by  the 
Council,  which  has  concluded  that  it 
would  be  unwise  at  the  present  time  to 
extend  the  membership  of  the  Committee. 
Its  membership  is  confined  at  present  to 
representatives  of  organisations  which 
have  a  substantial  community  of  interest 
and,  if  others  were  to  be  added,  the 
additions  could  not  be  restricted  to 
representatives  of  the  Company  Chemists' 
Association." 

Most  people  would,  we  contend,  agree  that 
the  Company  Chemists'  Association,  re- 
presenting a  number  of  pharmacies  running- 
well  into  four  figures,  had  "a  substantial 
community  of  interest"  with  individual 
proprietors  of  pharmacies  in  negotiations 
for  dispensing  on  a  national  scale.  The 
suggestion  that  the  addition  of  a  pharma- 
cist representing  this  Association  must 
involve  that  of  representatives  of  one  or 
more  other  bodies  is  equally  pointless. 
A  clear  distinction  is  to  be  drawn  between 
company  chemists  and  departmental  stores. 
We  have  not  forgotten  that  the  Council  is 
free  to  accept  or  to  reject  recommenda- 
tions of  its  Branch  Representatives  and 
other  members  of  the  Society:  if  the 
members  wish  this  position  changed — and 
perhaps  the  majority  do — they  must  take 
steps  accordingly.  The  point  we  are  mak- 
ing now  is  that  members  of  the  Society- 
should  have  been  given  particulars  of  the 
discussions  by  means  of  which  the  Society's 
Council  "further  fully  considered"  the 
branch  representatives'  resolution  about 
representation  of  the  company  chemists  on 
the  Joint  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

The  second  announcement  to  which  we 
refer  is  that  of  the  co-optation  of  a  councillor 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  Skinner.  Let  it  be  made  clear  at  once 
that  the  Council's  choice  is  a  good  one : 
a  hospital  pharmacist  is  succeeded  by  a 
hospital  pharmacist,  a  pharmacist  whose 
record  gives  promise  of  useful  work.  It  is 
the  method  adopted  that  causes  misgiving. 
Till  recent  years  it  was  the  practice  to 
allow   an   interval   between    the  official 
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announcement  of  the  death  or  resignation 
of  a  councillor  and  the  co-optation  of  a 
successor:   in  May  1921,  for  instance,  the 

interval  was  fourteen  days,  and  in  April  

May  1926,  it  was  twenty-eight  days.  On 
January  3,  1934,  it  was  decided  to  adjourn 
the  Council  meeting  to  "  a  date  in  February," 
so  that  a  declared  vacancy  might  be  filled 
"at  the  same  meeting"  as  it  was 
notified.  Any  legitimate  way  of  satisfying 
the  requirements  of  the  Society's  by-laws, 
which  regulates  the  procedure  referred  to! 
is  entitled  to  respect:  but  last  month's 
co-optation  was  disclosed  to  the  world 
without  any  indication  of  its  place  in  the 
Council  meeting,  without  information  as  to 
unanimity  in  voting,  and  not  even  as  part 
of  the  report  of  the  meeting.  We  deprecate 
this  cavalier  treatment  of  an  essential  part 
of  the  Council's  functions.  We  suggest 
that  in  future  all  such  elections  take  place 
in  open  Council  so  that  members  of  the 
Society  may  learn  what  other  candidates, 
if  any,  have  been  proposed,  and  how  many 
votes  were  given  for  each. 

Finance  and  World  Trade 

Now  that  the  American  Bankers'  Associa- 
tion has  issued  a  report  hostile  to  the 
International  Monetary  Fund  proposed  by 
the  United  Nations'  Monetary  and  Finan- 
cial Conference  held  at  Bretton  Woods, 
U.S.A.,  in  1944,  the  Fund  is  under  fire  from 
both  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  though  for 
different  reasons.  The  contention  of  the 
U.S.  bankers  is  that  such  a  fund  is  un- 
desirable because  it  introduces  a  method 
of  lending  which  is  novel  and  "contrary  to 
accepted  credit  principles."  A  special 
committee  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  on  the  other  hand,  in  a  report 
recently  issued,  objected  to  the  proposals 
because  they  appear  to  embody  a  belief  in 
"the  acquisition  of  foreign  money  as  an 
end  in  itself,  to  be  used  for  purposes  other 
than  the  return  purchase  of  goods  and 
services."  Their  argument,  if  true  of  the 
Conference  scheme,  is  a  fortiori  applicable 
to  what  the  American  bankers  would 
apparently  put  forward  in  place  of  it. 

The  London  Chamber's  report  charges 
the  International  Monetary  Fund  with 
depriving  nations  of  their  trade  defences 
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whilst  failing  to  remove  the  perils  ^ 
called  them  into  being.  Analysing 
causes  of  default,  it  argues  that  a  ere 
nation  which  refuses  payments  in  g 
or  services  is  not  less  responsible  f 
breakdown  in  international  trade  than 
which  imports  more  than  it  can  paj 
in  exports  acceptable  to  a  willing  bi 
"The  implied  contract,  when  a  nJ 
imports  consumers'  goods,  is  that  its  g 
or  services  will,  in  due  course,  be  takJ 
exchange,  either  directly  or  through  a  { 
party;  and  the  same  is  true  .  .  .  wM 
imports  goods  on  capital  account." 

Money  or  Goods  Balances 

The  purpose  of  an  International  Mone 
Fund  is  clearly  to  facilitate  a  balancirj 
accounts  throughout  the  world,  and  I 
in  the  Chamber's  view,  the  Fund  as 
posed  fails  to  do,  because  its  provision 
directed  to  ensuring  a  balance  in  m< 
and  not  in  goods  and  services.  If  a  coi 
persistently  refuses  to  accept  impor 
return  for  exports,  the  Fund  propos< 
borrow  currency  of  the  country  to  ler 
other  nations.

If  the  manager  is  called,  he  is  adamant.  No 
prescription,  no  glucose ! 

What  a  travesty  of  equitable  distribution 
this  is !  Most  pharmacists  have  been 
anxious  lest,  when  restricted  supplies  of 
drugs  no  longer  dominated  the  situation, 
the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941, 
would  open  the  flood-gates  to  the  universal 
distribution  of  proprietary  medicines.  Some 
have  prophesied  the  employment  of  a 
qualified  man  in  every  Woolworth  store. 
The  present  position,  in  which  the  manager 
or  his  assistant  can  pose  as  an  expert  on 
prescriptions,  is  neither  a  by-effect  of  the 
legislation  nor  has  it  the  sanction  of 
common  sense.  Available  supplies  should 
pass  through  the  proper  channels.

The  merits  of 
parations  are  often  exaggerated  by 
warranted  claims  and,  by  indirect 
ans,  such  as  the  publication  of  testi- 
mials,  the  indiscriminate  taking  of 
dicine  is  encouraged  and  the  volume 
blatancy  of  advertising  tends  to  de- 


velop in  the  public  mind  an  interest  in 
morbidity  rather  than  in  health. 

In  the  methods  of  propaganda  and 
marketing  applied  to  them,  proprietary 
medicines  are  coming  more  and  more  to 
be  treated  as  ordinary  commodities  to  be 
picked  up  from  bazaar  counters  and 
consumed  much  in  the  same  way  as  food  and 
drink.  The  respect  in  which  medicines 
should  be  held  by  the  public,  if  their  use 
is  not  to  be  abused,  is  thereby  undermined. 
The  present  disclosure  regulations  under 
the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941, 
have  shown  these  to  be  insufficient  to 
secure,  in  all  cases,  proper  understanding 
of  the  position  of  proprietary  medicines. 
Further  reforms  are  therefore  needed  in 
regard  to  the  advertising  and  disclosure  of 
composition  of  proprietary  medicines.  Also 
their  sale  should  be  restricted  to  pharma- 
cists, since  this  would  not  only  mean  that 
such  medicines  would  be  sold  by  persons 
in  a  position  to  exercise  discrimination  in 
their  sale,  but  would  provide  a  further 
safeguard  in  that  pharmacists  are  subject, 
to  disciplinary  control. 

At  a  recent  meeting  the  Council  of  the 
Society  passed  a  resolution  asking  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  establish  machinery 
to  prevent  the  abuses  associated  with 
proprietary  medicines,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  pending  National  Health  Service. 
We  feel  strongly  that  pharmacists  as  a  body 
should  have  an  enlightened  policy  in 
regard*  to  proprietary  medicines  which 
will  command  public  respect  and  should 
urge  that  policy  upon  the  authorities.

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  in  London 
on  February  6  and  7,  the  president  (Mr. 
F.  G.  Wells)  in  the  chair. 

Tuesday's  Session 

Miss  Islip  was  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Publications,  Public  Services  and  Organisa- 
tion Committees,  and  Mr.  W.  S.  Howells 
a  member  of  the  Central  Pharmaceutical 
War  Committee  (to  fill  a  vacancy  created 
by  the  death  of  Mr.  Herbert  Skinner). 
A  reply  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  stating  that  the  terms  of  the  Coun- 
cil's resolution  on  proprietary  medicines 
had  been  noted.  The  Council  gratefully 
accepted  from  Mrs.  Skinner,  as  a  memento 
of  her  husband,  and  for  the  use  of  the 
Codex  Department,  a  book-case  which 
had  been  presented  to  Mr.  Skinner  by  the 
North  London  Pharmacists'  Association  and 
Branch  on  his  retirement  from  the  secretary- 
ship after  twenty- five  years. 

Letters  were  received  from  the  Blackpool 
Branch,  conveying  resolutions  stating 
(a)  that  the  Branch  considered  the  time 
was  now  opportune  for  the  election  of 
members  of  Council  on  a  basis  of  area 
representation,  and  (b)  that  all  resolutions 
passed  at  Branch  Representatives'  meetings 
should  be  acted  upon  by  the  Council  forth- 
with, and  from  the  Chemical  Society 
conveying  a  report  of  the  Harrison  Memorial 
Prize  Selection  Committee  that  three 
applications  had  been  received,  and  that 
the  Harrison  Memorial  prize  for  1944  had 
been  awarded  to  Dr.  Leslie  Frederick 
Wiggins.

N.P.U.  GUARANTEE  FUND 

The  initial  response  to  the  circulars  launch- 
ing the  N.P.U.  Business  Purchase  and 
Guarantee  Fund  is  understood  to  have  been 
most  encouraging,  indicating  that  it  will 
be  successfully  established  as  a  permanent 
feature  of  pharmaceutical  organisation. 
The  scope  of  operation  of  the  Fund  will 
depend  entirely  on  the  amount  of  support 
by  proprietor  pharmacists.  There  will  be 
no  lack  of  "borrower"  members;  it  is  the 
"investor"  or  "lender"  members  who  are, 
and  always  must  be,  the  main  support  of 
the  scheme.  Many  proprietor  pharmacists 
keep  a  larger  sum  in  their  bank  account 
than  they  need,  on  which  they  get  prac- 
tically no  interest;  for  such  pharmacists 
to  bank  that  money  with  the  fund  will 
yield  them  an  immediate  ^\  per  cent, 
interest. 

The  advantages  to  the  investor  proprietor 
are  that  he  becomes  entitled  to  use  the 
fund  when  selling  his  business,  whether  or 
not  the  purchaser  is  a  member,  and  al- 
though the  scheme  is  not  primarily  a 
profit-making  venture,  an  increase  in  the 
rate  of  interest  on  proprietor  investors' 
loans  will  be  given  if  the  success  of  the 
scheme  justifies  such  an  increase.  Many 
inquiries  are  being  received  from  borrower 
members  as  to  whether  a  list  of  members  will 
be  published.  The  answer  is  definitely  no. 
All  investments  will  be  treated  as  confi- 
dential, but  a  list  of  donations  will  be 
published  in  due  course.  Another  frequent 
inquiry  is  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  charged 
for  loans  made  by  the  Fund.  This  will  be 
the  current  bank  rate  for  similar  loarts 
(about  4!  per  cent,  to  5  per  cent.,  according 
to  circumstances),  and  the  period  of  redemp- 
tion of  the  loans  will  be  (depending  on  the 
size  of  the  loan  and  the  capacity  of  the 
business)  from  five  to  fifteen  years,  with 
freedom  to  clear  the  loan  at  any  time.

The  policy  of  the 
Pharmaceutical 
Joint  Committee, 
an d  agreed  by 
the  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting 
in  1944,  is  in  my 
opinion  the  only 
one  which  will  give  to  pharmacy  its  true 
position  within  the  scheme.  We  must  be 
prepared  to  right  for  it.  During  the  period 
of  negotiation  it  will  be  essential  for  all 
pharmacists  to  stand  together  in  a  united 
front,  and  all  must  work  to  secure  this 
unity.  The  position  of  the  pharmacist  in 
the  Services,  although  improving,  is  still 
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far  from  satisfactory,  and  it  will  require 
constant  attention.  In  view  of  the  financial 
commitments  of  the  Society's  new  head- 
quarters, this  side  of  the  Society's  activity 
will  need  constant  supervision,  and  if 
re-elected  I  shall  continue  to  work  for  a 
sound  financial  policy.  The  end  of  the 
German  war  will  see  the  need  for  early 
demobilisation  of  pharmacists,  and  the 
Society  must  work  with  the  Central 
Pharmaceutical  War  Committee  to  this 
end.

The  support  of 
13,000  employees  is  necessary  for  unity, 
and  would  be  a  source  of  strength  in  any 
crisis  over  remuneration.

The  agreement  is  inimical  to  adequate 
remuneration  for  N.H.S.  I  ask  proprietors 
to  help  the  cause  of  unity  by  giving  some 
of  their  votes  to  employee  candidates.  To 
employees  I  say :  ' '  We  have  failed  to 
produce  an  organisation  which  can  ade- 
quately represent  us.  The  J.I.C.  agreement 
proves  this.  Our  only  way  is  to  get  our 
candidates  on  the  Council.  To  whatever 
Union  we  belong,  or  even  if  we  belong  to 
no  union,  let  us  vote  solidly  for  the  four 
employee  candidates."

MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS

Octyl  Nitrite. — Cardiac  achalasia,  failure 
of  the  cardia  (oesophageal  orifice  of  the 
stomach)  to  relax,  is  a  troublesome  disease 
involving  vomiting  after  each  meal.  Gly- 
ceryl trinitrate  orally  and  amyl  nitrite  by 
inhalation  have  been  the  usual  remedies. 
Field  ("Lancet,"  1944.  H.  848)  calls 
attention  to  octyl  nitrite  (2-ethyl-w-hexyl- 
nitrite),  which  is  claimed  to  have  the 
following  advantages  over  amyl  nitrite: 
Its  odour  is  more  pleasant,  less  pungent, 
and  not  noticeable  by  other  persons  in  the 
room ;  it  is  less  volatile  and  can  be  admin- 
istered in  an  inhaler;  it  produces  relief 
and  stops  vomiting,  whereas  amyl  nitrite 
often  causes  nausea  and  vomiting.  Over 
glyceryl  trinitrate  (tablets  or  solution)  its 
advantages  are  that  it  is  quicker  in  action, 
so  giving  less  chance  for  food  to  be  vomited  ; 
enables  the  necessary  relief  to  be  regulated 
by  inhalations  according  to  the  oesophageal 
sensations  felt  by  the  patient ;  and  produces 
relief  and  stops  vomiting,  whereas  vomiting 
often  continues  for  some  time  with  the 
other  nitrites. 

Scabies  Prophylaxis. — Experiments  show- 
ing the  value  of  a  soap  containing  10  per 
cent.  Tetmosol  (tetraethylthiuram  mono- 
sulphide)  are  described  by  Mellanby  in 
the  "British  Medical  Journal"  (January  13, 
p.  38) .  660  female  patients,  of  whom  eighty- 
nine  had  scabies,  were  issued  with  Tetmosol 
soap,  whilst  another  441  patients,  of  whom 
seventeen  had  scabies,  acted  as  controls. 
Forty-five  male  patients  used  Tetmosol 
soap,  and  772  (with  only  one  case  of  scabies) 
were  used  as  controls.  After  six  weeks  the 
incidence  of  scabies  among  the  patients 
using  the  soap  had  fallen  from  13-2  to  1-3 
per  cent,  and  no  new  cases  had  occurred.  In 
the  control  group  the  incidence  had  in- 
creased from  1-5  to  2-1  per  cent.,  and  eight 
new  cases  were  recorded.  After  eleven 
weeks,  nine  patients  in  the  Tetmosol  group 
had  scabies,  only  three  with  mites  on  the 
hands,  and  none  with  heavy  parasitic 
infections.  Three  were  bed  patients  who 
would  have  less  access  to  the  soap  and  whose 
feet  might  receive  less  lathering  than  the 
others.  There  were  no  new  cases.  There  was 
a  rise  in  the  control  group,  of  whom  3-5 
per  cent,  were  now  infected.  The  number  of 
new  cases  had  increased  from  eight  to 
twenty-four.  Of  the  patients  who  used  the 
soap  three  only  (women)  appeared  to  be 
sensitive  to  it;  they  developed  an  erythe- 
matous rash  and  were  withdrawn  from  the 
experiment,  the  rash  then  disappearing 
rapidly.

Conditions  in  the  London  drug  and  chem- 
ical markets  have  been  rather  better  than 
for  some  time.

The  Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies  has

Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, 69  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.4, 
that  it  is  proposed  to  recommend  import 
licences  for  a  limited  quantity  of  Ipe- 
cacuanha root  during  the  period  ending 
September  30,  1945,  and  has  asked  the 
Section  to  arrange  for  its  importation.  The 
Section  invites  information  from  firms  which, 
in  the  years  1936  to  1940,  imported  ipeca- 
cuanha root.  On  receipt  of  this  information 
the  Section  will  send  qualified  importers  the 
necessary  form  of  declaration  on  which  to 
make  a  return  of  importations,  and  this 
will  form  the  basis  of  recommendations  to 
the  Directorate.

Remuneration  for  Dispensing 

Sir, — Contractors  under  the  National 
Health  Insurance  scheme  will  doubtless  be 
following  closely  the  negotiations  between 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health  over  the  requested 
increase  of  50  per  cent,  in  dispensing  fees. 
It  may  be  timely  to  remind  pharmacists 
that  the  same  authority  will  be  considering 
our  claims  for  adequate  remuneration  under 
the  future  National  Health  Service.  No 
one  can  seriously  question  the  utter  in- 
adequacy of  the  present  remuneration,  and 
yet  the  Ministry  of  Health,  having  first 
rejected  our  claim,  now  asks  us  to  support 
the  claim  with  figures  showing  the  increase 
in  wages  being  paid  to  our  employees.  Is 
there  any  justification  for  the  opinion, 
apparently  held  by  our  leaders  in  pharmacy, 
that  the  introduction  of  the  new  N.H.S. 
will  bring  about  a  complete  change  of 
attitude  in  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and 
that  the  claims  for  adequate  remuneration 
which  we  will  then  put  forward  will  be 
recognised  ?  While  agreeing  that  a  scale 
of  fees  cannot  be  fixed  at  this  early  stage, 
I  protest  against  Mr.  Linstead's  suggestion 
that  the  question  of  remuneration  must  be 
dealt  with  late  in  the  negotiations.  If  this 
policy  is  pursued  we  will  find  ourselves 
committed  to  a  service,  which,  while 
depriving  us  of  most  of  our  present  sources 
of  income,  will  leave  us  with  no  means  of 
ensuring  an  adequate  return  for  that 
service.
